Tend a second time, the Draft of a proposed 

Act published under date the 25th April 1836, 

for ubolishing the existing Transit and ‘Town 

Doties, and authorizing the levy upon a now 

seale of Export and Import Duties, 
Resolution.—The Right Hon'ble the Gover- 

nor General of India in Council is pleased to 
esolve, tht the said Draftbe re-published fo 
general information, with the following amend- 
ments, ayd that the amended Draft be brought 
up for re-€onsideration at the first meeting of the 

Legislative Council of India which may be held 

after the 2uth Instant. 


By tho sbolition of the Transit Duties 
throughout the Prosidoncy of Fort William in 
Bengal, a considerable amount of Pablic Re- 
venue has been relinquished. As the relief to 
Commerce and to the People, arising from the 
abolition of these Duties, would remain very 
incomplete, were the levy of ‘Town Dutics under 
the Provisions of Regulation X. af 1810 to bo 
maintained, tho Governor General in Council 
hhas directed that tho levy of ‘Town Duties also 
shall coase within the ‘Territories subject to the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, and this, 
order has taken effect from the Ist May Last. 
It might without injustice be reqnired that the 
external trade of tho Presidency on which the 
burthen of the relinguished duties has so largely 
fallen, euould contribute to the financial nece 
sities of the State, au amount ef taxation equi 
Jent to that which has been abandoned, 
proved distribution of duties, and a more 

and efficient mode of collection, being sub- 
stituted for the system of Sea Customs hitherto 
established. But the Governor General in 
Connell fycls it to be am object of the highest 
importance to the interests both of Great Britain 
and of India, to refrain as far as possible trom 
raising the duties levied on the Commerce of 
either country. He is willing to trust largely 
to the indirect benefits of low taxation, and to 
the impulse which will be given to the industry 
of India, by the removal of onerous and vexa- 
tious exactions. Under these considerations 
he has renolved not to impose upon the Mari 
time Commerce of Bengal, an amount of dutic 
which shall be estimated to raise more than half 
the sum of direct Revenue, which was derived 
from the ‘Transit and ‘Town Duties of that 
Presidency. In framing a new Tariff upon 
this principle, he hus also kept in view tho 
object of extending to the other Presidencies, 
fas soon as the state of the Public Revenue and 
other circumstances shall admit of it, the great

Resolution.—the Night Hon'ble the Gover- 

nor General of India in Council is. pleased to 
resolve, that the said Deaftbe re-published for 
general information, with the following amend 
ments, and that the amended Draft be brought 
up forre-consideration at the first meeting of the 

1 ve Council of India whieh may be held 

after the 20th Instant. 
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By tho abolition of the ‘Transit Duties 
throughout the Presidency of Fort William in 
Bengal, « considerable amount of Public Re- 
venue has been relinquished. As the relief to 
Commerce and to the Peoplo, arising from the 
olition of these Duties, would remain very 
unplete, were tho lovy of Town Duties under 
the Provisions of Regulation X. of 1610 to bo 
maintained, the Governor General in Council 
hax directed that the levy of Town Duties also 
shall cease within the Territories subject. to the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, and this 
order has (ken effect trom the Ist May last, 
It might without injustice be required that the 
external trade of the Presidency ou whieh dhe 
durthen of the relinguished duties has so largely 
fallen, should contribute to the financial ne 
silies of the State, an amount of 1 equi- 
vulent to that which has been abandoued, an 
improved distribution of duties, and a more 
eusy and ellicieut mode of collection, being sub- 
stituted for the system of Sea Customs hitherto 
cstublished, But the Governor General in 
Council feels it to be an object of the highest 
importance W the interests both of Great Britaia 
and of Turia, to refrain as far as possible trom 
raising the duties levied on the Commerce of 
either country, Me is willing to trust largely 
to the indirect benelits of low taxation, and to 
the impulse which will bo given to the industry 
of India, by the removal of onerous and vexa- 
tious exactions, Under these considerations 
he has resolved not to impose upon the Mari- 
time Commerce of Bengal, an amount of daties 
which shall be estimated to raise more than half 
the sum of direct Revenue, which was derived 
from the Transit and Town Duties of that 
Presidency. In framing « new Tarif! upon 
this principle, he has also kept in view the 
object of extending to the other Presidencics,

The Marine Board having lately, under tho orders of Government, been engaged in revising the 


genoral Regulations of the Marine Department bearing on the Shipping frequenting the Port, request 
ers of Vessels to tho following arrangements 





the particular attention of Owners, Agents, and 
in connection with the Charges on account of Pilotage, &c. framed with a viow to the mutual conve 


nionce of the Marine Department and the Shipping Interests. 


First. Commanders are requested prior to quitting their Vossels on arrival off Calentta to fill up 
and certify, or cause to bo filled up and certified, a form of Certificate shewing the actual Registered 
Tonnage, the Draft of Water, and whether tho Vossel has or has not been tugged by a Steamer any 
part of the way, or bas or has not had the use of a Row Boat, which form will bo furnished to the Pilot, 


in order to the Bills of the Vessel being correctly made ont. 





Seoond.—Commanders are further requested, as carly after their arrival as possible, to notify in 
writingto the Master Attondant, tho Namo and Residenoo of the reference for the paymont of his 


Vessel’s Bills. 


‘Third.—On the receipt by the Master Attendant of tho above Certificate and written reference for 
payment, a single Bill will be prepared, including Inward Pilotage, Light Houso Duty, Moyapore 
Masagine Duty, and Row Boat Hire, (if any) which, togethor with the Certificate, will bo forwarded 
totho Marine Pay Master for collection within fiftcen days of tho arrival of the Vessel, and having on 
it the Name and Residence of the party roferred to for payment, which Commanders are requested to 
farnish to the Muster Attendant in writing, as early after their arrival as practicable, that Officer will 
more readily be enablod to present it. By this arrangement all the Charges conneoted with the Vessel 
al off Caloutta will be embodied in ono Bill, instead of, as hitherto, being mado in 








Fourth.—In the event of Vessels docking, or being transported at the desire of the Commander, it 
Js requested that « Cortificato may be given by the Commanding Officer of the operation having been 
‘performed, in order to its accompanying the Bill when presented for payment to the Referee, 





Fifth. The praotice of charging for hauling to the Chain Moorings, for their mouthly Hire, and for 
hauling from the Moorings, in separate Bills, is discontinued, and henceforward ono Bill will be prepared, 
including the Charge for hauling to the Moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauling from 
thom—and Commanders are requested to give, or cause their Commanding Officers to give, to the Master 
Attendant or the Harbour Master, Certificate of the date of hauling to and from the Moorings, which 
Certificate, as before, will accompany the Bill when presented for payment. The Hire of the Moorings 
will be cherged for the day on which the Vessel is haulod theroto, without reference to the period of the 
day ;-and in like manner no chargo will be made for the day on which she hauls from her Moorings, how- 
ever late in the day she may quit thom. The Charges connected with the Chain Moorings will thus be 
embodied in ono Bill, and be discharged in ono payment, instead of threo or moro according to the number 
of months the Vessel ocoupied the Moorings. 








Sixth.—The system of charging Outward Pilotage on an estimated Draft of Water, with an addition 
of Ten per cent, subject to adjustment after the Vessel ins sailed, and of charging a cortain number of 
days for a Row Boat, subject to a like adjustment, is abolishod; and in future the Outward Pilotage and 
Charge for Row Boat Hire on outward bound Vessels will bo made as follows : 








When the Vessel is finally laden, the Commander is to give notice thereof to the Master Attendant, 
when the Draft of Water is to be ascertained and certified by the Commander or Commanding Officer 
on the part of the Vessel, and by the Harbour Master on the part of Government—subjoct, in caso of dis- 
pute, to the decision of the Master A ttendant. On receipt of the Certificate, the Master Attendant will 
cause a Bill to be made out for the regular amount of Pilotage, and for the Row Boat Hire according to an 
avorage rate with reference to the size of the Vestols and the season of tho yoar, fixed by a Marine Com- 
mittee which lately sat at the Bankshall, the majority of which was composed of Members of Houses of 
Agency and Commanders of Ships. ‘Iho Bill and Certificato will be presonted in due course for payment. 





Seventh, As however it frequently happens that Vessels gre taking in Cargo or filling their Water 
up to the last day of their departure, or that from other causes the Bills for the Chain Moorings and Out- 
ward Pilotage cannot be made out till the eve of departure, Owners, Agents, and Commanders are in 
such casos particularly requested, with a view to depatch, to cause an individual to attend ot the Bankshall 
and expedite the transmission of the Bill and Certificate to the Board for Registry, and to the Pay Office 
for collection; at each of which Offices they may in such cases depend upon the most ready and special 
attention. 


Kighth.—In the event of a Vessel being tugged any part of the way down by Steam, or not having 
the use of a Row Roat, Commanders aro to obtain from the Pilot at Kedgeroo, a Cortificate to that effect, 
which they should forward by Dik to their Agents. On receipt thereof Agents are requested to make 
outa Bill against the Hon'ble Company for the deduction from the Pilotage allowed if tugged by Steam, 
or for the Row Boat Hire paid, as the case may be, and to forward it together with the Certificate to the 
Marine Board for audit and payment. 


Ninth,—In cases whore a Vessel leaves Caloutta avowodly intended to fill up Cargo at some place 
below, tho Pilotago will be charged at the draft at which she leaves Calcutta in like manner though at the 
reduced amount as if she had proceeied to Sea; and with respect to the subsequont Pilotage Charge from 
the place at which the Vessel takes in the additional Cargo to Sea, Owners or Agents of Vessels will bo 
required to furnish a special guarantee to pay the amount chargeable according toa Certificate of the 
Draft of Water to be signed by the Commander or Commanding. Officer and Pilot. 


‘Tenth.—Six sets of Moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted specially to enable Vessels 
arriving in distress from loss of Anchors and Cables to be readily moored, the Charge will bo Co.’s Rs.

Notices touching Port Charges at Calcutta, for the information and Guidance of 
Owners and Commanders of Vessels. 


Tho Marine Board having lately, under tho orders of Government, been engaged in revising the 
general Regulations of the Marine Department boaring on the Shipping froquenting the Port, request 
the particular attention of Owners, Agonts, and Commavders of Vessels to tho following arrangements 
in connection with the Charges on account of Pilotage, &e. framed with a view to the mutual conve= 
nionce of the Marine Department and the Shipping Interests. 


First.—Commanders are requested prior to quitting their Vessels on arrival off Calcutta to fill up 
and certify, or cause to be filled up and certified, a form of Certificate shewing the actual Registered 
‘Tonnage, the Draft of Water, aud whother tho Vessel has or has not been tugged by a Steamer any 
part of the way, or has or has not had the use of a Row Boat, which form will be furnished to the Pilot, 
in order to the Bills of the Vessel being correctly mado out. 


Second.—Commanders are furthor requested, as carly after their arrival as possible, to notify in 
writingto the Master Attendant, the Namo and Residence of the reference for the payment of his 
Vessel’s Bills. 





Third.—On tho roveipt by the Master Attendant of the above Certificate and written reforence for 
payment, a single Bill will be prepared, including Inward Pilotago, Light House Duty, Moyapore 
Masagine Daty, and Row Boat Hire, (if any) which, togother with tho Cortificate, will be forwarded 
tothe Marine Pay Master for collection within fifteen days of tho arrival of the Vessel, and having on 
it the Name and Residence of the party referred to for payment, which Commanders are requested to 
furnish to the Master Attendant in writing, as early after their arrival as practicable, that Officer will 
more readily be enabled to present it, By this arrangement all the Charges connected with the Vessel 
upto her arrival off Caloutta will be embodied in one Bill, instead of, as hitherto, being made in 
separate Bills, 





Fourth.—In the event of Vessels docking, or befng transported at the desiro of the Commander, it 
is requested that n Certificate may be given by the Commanding Officer of the operation having been 
performed, in orcler toits accompanying the Bill when presented for payment to the Referee, 





Fifth.—The practice of chargiog for hauling to the Chain Moorings, for their monthly Hire, and for. 
Lauling from the Moorings, in soparate Bills, is discontinaed, and henceforward one Bill will be preparod, 
including the Charge for hauling to the Moorings, that for occupying them, and that for hauling from 
‘them—and Commanders are requested ‘to give, or cause their Commanding Officers to give, to the, Master 
Attondunt or the Harbour Master, Certificate of the date of hauling to aod from the Moorings, which 
Certifivate, ax bofore, will accompany the Bill when presented for payment. Ths Hiro of the Moorings 
will be charged for the day on which the Vessel is hauled thereto, without reference to the period of the 
day; and in like manner no charge will he made for the day on which she heuly from her Moorings, how- 
ever late im the day sho may quit them. The Charges connected with the Chain Moorings will thas be 
embodied in one Hill, and be discharged in one payment, instead of three or more according to the number 
of months the Vessel occupied the Moorings, 








Sixtb.—The system of charging Outward Pilotage on ao estimated Draft of Water, with an addition 
of Ten per cent, subject to adjustment after the Vessel lias sailed, and of charging a certain number of 
days for a Row Boat, subjoct to a like adjustment, is abolished; and in future the Outward Pilotage and 
‘Charge for Row Boat Hire on outward bound Vessels will be made as follows: 





When tho Vessel is finally laden, the Commander is to give notice thereuf to the Muster Attendant, 
when the Draft of Wator is to be nscortained and certified by the Commander or Commanding Olicer 
on the part of the Vessel, and by the Harbour Master on the part of Government—subjoct, in caso of dis- 
pute, to the decision of the Master Attendant. Qn receipt of the Certificate, the Master Attendant will 
cause a Bill to be made out for the regular amount of Pilotage, und for the Row Boat Hire according to an 
average rato with referonce to the size of the Vesvels and the season of the year, fixed by a Marine Com- 
mittee which latoly sat at the Baukshall, the majority of which was composed of Members of Honses of 
Agency atid Commanders of Ships. ‘The Bill and Certificate will be presented in due course for payment, 





Seventh,— As however it frequently happens that Vessels are taking in Cargo or filling their Water 
up to the last day of their departure, or that from other causes the Hills for the Chain Moorings and Out- 
ward Pilotage cannut be made out till the eve of departure, Owners, Agents, and Commanders are in 
such eat articularly requested, with a view to depatch, to cause av individual to at(und at the Bankshall 
and expedite tho transmission of tho Bill and C icate to the Board for Registry, and to the Pay Office 
for collection; at each of which Offices they may in such cases depend upon the most ready and special 








attention. 


Eighth.—In the event of a Vessel being tugged any part of the way down by Steam, or not having 
the uso of a Row Boat, Commanders aro to obtain from the Pilot at Kodgerce, a Certificate to that effect, 
which they should forward by Dik to their Agents, On receipt thereof Agents are requested to make 
out a Bill against the Hon’ble Company for the ¢ deduction from the Pilotage allowed if tagged by Steam, 
cor for the Row Boat Hire paid, as the case may be, and to forward it together with the Certificate to the 
Marine Board for audit aud payment, 


Ninth.—In cases whore a Vessel leaves Calcutta avowedly intended to Oil up Cargo at some place 
below, the Pilotage will be charged at the draft at which she leaves Calcutta in like manner though at the 
reduced amount as if she had proceeded to Sea; and with respect to the subsequent Pilotage Charge from 
the place at which the Vessel takes in the additional Cargo to Sea, Owners or Agents of Vesscls will be 
required to farnish a special guaranteo to pay the amount chargeable according toa Certificate of the 
Draft of Water to be signed by the Commander or Commanding Officer and Pilot. 









‘Tenth.—Six sets of Moorings at Diamond Harbour having been fitted specially to enable Vessels 
arriving in distress from loss of Anchors and Cables to be readily moored, the Charge will be Co.'s Rs, 
60 for Mooring and Unmooring, and the daily Hire the sume as for the Moorings at Calcutta. ‘The Bfoor-
